Fresh start for inner-city paper 


EDMONTON’S VOICE FOR THE DISEN- 
franchised is back in business. 

The street newspaper Our Voice 
is under new management after a 
close call with extinction earlier this 


year. 

Our Voice has been published by 
the Bissell Centre since 1995, when 
it was launched under the name 


Spare Change. The paper features 
stories, poetry and articles by 
inner-city residents, who are paid a 
honourarium for their work. 

Our Voice also provides income 
for many street vendors, who buy 
the paper for 50 cents a copy from 
the Centre and resell it for a profit. 

While Our Voice has been a 


source of income for some of 
Edmonton's poorest residents, it's 
become a white elephant for the 
Bissell Centre. The paper doesn’t 
attract major advertising dollars 
and funding partners have pulled 
out. Since 1995, the paper has lost 
$625, 000. So, in February, the Bis- 
sell Centre made the decision to 
pull the plug 

“Running the paper wasn’t the 
Bissell Centre’s primary mandate, 
says LaVerne Quennell, a local sup- 
porter of the paper. “So a working 
committee started looking for alter- 
natives.” 

Quennell, who is also the volun- 
teer coordinator for Operation Red 
Nose, says she was determined not 
to let the paper disappear from 
Edmonton streets. Together with 
writers, vendors, Bissell staff, and 
interested community members, 
Quennell founded the Our Voice 
Edmonton Street Magazine Society 
to run the paper. Board members 
of the new society include local 
writer Marie Joke, Quennell, Cyn- 
thia Wilson-a University of Cape 
Breton MBA Student, and two 
street vendors, Donna Froese and 
Victor Jones. 

The Society has had to make 
some sacrifices to keep the paper 
alive. All of the editorial, design, 
and publishing staff are now all 
either part-time or volunteers. The 
paper will continue to pay contrib- 
utors for their work, however, and 
hope to even increase the amount 
in the future. 

“Our sole mandate is to produce 
the paper,” says Quennell. “Once 
we've got that underway, then we 
can train the writers and vendors 
to work on the production.”

which Quennell says was thanks to 
an all-nighter by Cynthia Wilson. 
The paper hit the streets on June 1. 

“Obviously it won't be exactly 
the same as the paper published 
before,” she says.

Asa child, he developed an interest 
in monastic life and joined the 
Drepung Monastery at the age of 14. 

In the late 1980s, the monastery 
put together a group of monks to 
tour the Western world in the hopes 
of promoting the Tibetan cause 
through music and culture. In 1988, 
Tenzin joined the group for a tour of 
the United States; in 1991, he 
returned to the US to found the 
Drepung Loseling Institute, which 
serves as the seat of the Drepung 
Monastery in the US. 

But after 30 years of wearing the 
red robes, Tenzin decided to leave 
the monastery. 

“The monastic life is something, 
that’s hard to maintain if you're not 
in a monastic setting,” he says. “So I 


that people can get up and shake a leg.” 
Also vying for the youth vote is Canadian 
folk-punk act The Weakerthans. 

There are site improvements in the 
works, with more electric and 
water going in, and the usual yearly refining 
of the logistics of moving 20,000 people 
(and everything they need to be happy) 
around the site.

For example, some of the musi 
performed by the Dre Loseling 
monks is taken from the “Great ~ 
Prayer Festival,” held during the 
first month of the Tibetan lunar cj. 
endar. Before the monks fled to 
India, the Drepung Monastery 
would host the prayer festival ever, 
year, welcoming up to 50,000 monks 
and nuns from around Tibet. For (hy 
Mystical Arts of Tibet tour, the 
monks perform a style of singing 
called jok-kay—a multi-phonic 
chant, where a single performer \ii 
simultaneously intone three tones 
creating an individual chord. 

The group also uses many instru- 
ments, including, cymbals, bells, a 
very small drum called a damaru, 
and the long, sonorous horns know) 
as dung-chen. Together with the 
multi-phonic singing, the group cre 
ates haunting music that reflects the 
cultural history of Tibetan Bud- 
dhism. 

“Some create a melody, others 
have a specific symbolic purpose,” 
says Tenzin of the instruments used 
“For example, the damaru and the 
bells are used to invoke the innate 
blissful state of mind—the feeling 
that everything is connected.” 

He says it’s important for audi- 
~ ences to remember that the monks 
are not actors—they are members of 
a religious order who are truly try- 
ing to invoke peace and healing 
around the world. 

“This music is performed as 
prayers that are spiritual,” he says. 
“Tt doesn’t matter if people believe 
it or not. For the monks, it’s part of 
their lives to perform the prayers 
and ceremonies.” 

He says many people who come 
to the performance for the cultural 
experience are often touched by the 
monks’ dedication to the cere- 
monies. He says the group often 
receives letters from people who 
saw the performances as long as 
seven or eight years ago. 

“One piece at the end of the show) 
they dedicate it for peace and well- 
being for the world, and for the 
audience as well,” he says. “I don't 
know what tangible effect it has, bu! 
you have the feeling of making a di 
ference.”

ONE OF THE KEYS TO MAKING A GREAT 
CD is heart. But it doesn’t hurt if you 
combine that heart with talent, pris- 
tine recording technique, and an 
understanding of sonic texture and 
dynamics. The new Bomba disc, 
Entre Sol Y Luz, has all of that, and 
more. 

“The key for us,” " says drummer 
Mario Allende, “has been to sur- 
round ourselves with people who 
have a passion for what they do.” 
That passion shines through on the 
new 10-track disc recorded with 
Barry Allen at his Homestead 
Recorders. 

Bomba has been together for six 
years now, released three discs, 
and has been steadily building a 
fan base. “We started out as a trio 
after Maracujah folded because we 
wanted to continue to study Cuban 
and Latin music,” recalls Allende. 
“We also needed an outlet for what 
we were studying—to get comfort- 
able in the style. We started with 
very traditional Cuban and Latin 
music, but, before long, we were 
doing our own original music, and 
this latest project is all original.” 

And what a project it has been. 
Allende, bassist Rubim de Toledo, 


and pianist Chris Andrew spent 
the last six months working with 
Calgary's Decidedly Jazz Dance- 
works on the “Bulla” show, which 
incorporates Latin jazz and dance. 
“We went to Cuba with choreogra- 
pher Hannah Stilwell in December 
of 2004 and found violinist Neraldo 
Torriente, percussionist Raul 
Gomez Tabera and 

saxophonist/ flutist Livan Morejon 


Quian. They are classically trained, - 


but the most impressive part of 
their playing is the way they com- 
bine flawless technique and the 
incredible soul that they possess.” 

“Bulla” played in Ottawa as part 
of Alberta Scene and after their per- 
formance there, the group took to 
the studio for a lightning recording 
session. “Most everything was done 
live off the floor with just a couple of 
overdubs,” explains Allende. “We 
started on April 27 th, and by the 
end of the month we had our disc 
basically finish 

Chris Andrew was given most of 
the writing credit, but Allende says, 
“It’s more of a collaborative effort.” 

“Chris will bring a musical idea, a 
progression or melody, and we'll 
run through them and everyone 
will provide feedback. For example, 
we added a couple of choruses to 
songs that [violinist] Neraldo 
thought were more genuine, and

Just like the hairy beast, the Sasquatch 
Festival is always on the move 


IN 1996, JOHN ARMSTRONG ORGANIZED 
the first Sasquatch Music Festival to 
raise funds for “The Christmas Carol 
Project.” That event has gone on to 
outperform Sasquatch in terms of 
total attendance and revenue, yet 
Sasquatch continues— in spite of 
weather, changes in venue, and rela- 
tively low attendance. 

“We're either nomads or we're 
nuts”, laughs John Armstrong, as he 
explains why the 10-year-old festival 
has found itself in five different 
venues since its inception. “I think 





















we're probably a bit of both—the 
volunteer crews have said we need a 
permanent home, but I kind of like 
it. We spent three years at the 
Brazeau Reservoir, Smoky Lake for a 
couple of years, went back to our 
original site last year, and this year 
we're trying a new place.” 

That, “new place” sounds like the 
perfect venue for this year’s “camp- 
ing and concert adventure” held July 

22nd through the 24th. Located near 
Easy ford, just west of Drayton Val- 
ley on the Pembina River, the site is 
a 10-acre rectangle of land bisected 
by a creek with access to the river. 

“The site will be divided by that 
creek”, explains Armstrong, “with 
vehicles and access on one side, and 
tent camping and main stage on the 
other. We'll set up our fabulous Sat- 


urday pot luck dinner on the beach 
by a bend in the Pembina.” 

The “guerilla festival”—as Arm- 
strong likes to call it, because the 
entire operation including stage and 
generators goes up ina single after- 
noon—is once again a blend of both 
returning and new acts.

THE LAST TIME VANCOUVER'S STINKMITT 
came to town, in 2003, it was “an amazing 
show,” exclaims MC Betti Forde enthusiastical- 
ly over the phone from her west coast home.

The success of last year’s Drive Thru 

Records compilation, which featured local 
songwriters laying down tracks with the sup- 
port of a constant rhythm section (bassist Greg 
Johnston and Greg Ferguson on drums), has 
lead inevitably to another volume. Drive Thru 
producer Rob Malowany feels he’s only 
halfway to his stated goal of three compilations 
and an documentary.

Assumptions 
were that The Floor were still threading 
the same grounds, re-exploring post-punk 
and new wave sounds from the "80s, drink- 
ing at the fountain that inspired Killing Joke, 
Wire, The Cure and (egad!) Duran Duran. 

While some of these assumptions prove 
to be true when giving Personnel its first 
quick spin, it would really be a mistake to 
think that The Floor are re-hashing an old 
formula. While Doll was pure post-punk Joy 
Division-esque guitar rock, Autonomy OffOn 
was spacier, moodier dance pop, recalling 
the glitzier, cutting-edge days of new wave. 
Personnel is, when you really break it down, 
a departure from these recordings that 
employs the more effective elements from 
both to propel the band in a new direction. 

The guitars have the harsh staccato used 
prominently on Doll, while the synthesized 
keyboard layers recall Autonomy Off/On. 
Matt Pahl's vocals are still eerily mixed, but 
retain a natural tone the band hasn't used 
until now. This is probably what will make 
or break the album for many listeners. ! 
personally preferred Autonomy's lavish vocal 
textures, and was slightly unsettled by the 
way Pahl’s voice now shows more vulnera- 
bility. In the end, it keeps with the mood of 
the record: paranoia in the midst of a secu- 
rity-driven society, the constant lack of pri- 
vacy, the failure to communicate when we 
have never had as many means to do so. 
Personnel is an Orwellian fresco, a fractured 
pane of glass on the verge of shattering. 

It's a concept album that speaks volumes

YOU COULD CALL CRAIG FINN A TALK- 
singer-—one who rarely indulges in har- 
monies or anything resembling conventional 
vocal melodies, but that wouldn't be 
enough to describe The Hold Steady's 
frontman.

ANYONE WHO THINKS AGE DULLS THE 
passions should take Stephen Malkmus out 
for a spin. His third post-Pavement effort, 
and his follow-up to the first Jicks album, 
2003's excellent Pig Lib, finds him just as 
arch, wounded, ridiculing, and longing as 
ever. 

Malkmus’ irrepressible slacker-jam rock

Grant Hart (Saved By Radio) 

For the uninitiated out there, Grant Hart 
was the drummer/vocalist and alternating 
songwriter (with guitarist/vocalist Bob 
Mould) for Husker Du, a Minneapolis trio 
that vaulted from noisy, atonal punk to 
noisy, melodic pop-punk during an acceler- 
ated eight album span in the early to mid 
BOs. Husker Du broke up too early (1987) 
to reap the rewards of their prescient 
sound, but they left a hell of legacy for other 
bands to pick up on. In this cross-province 
tribute 45, the Maykings (Edmonton) tip 
their hats to their early idol with a recasting 
of the classic “Keep Hanging On,” while 
Matheson and company (Calgary) opt for 
the tide track to Hart's first post-Husker EP, 
“2541.” Both groups deliver decent (if 
understated) performances, but the real 
message here is Hart's insistently tuneful and 
crafty songwriting, sorely undervalued as it 
was in the shadow of critical-darling Mould

Not still a child, not yet an adult: 
Nextfest hits the double digits 


THE SYNCRUDE NEXT GENERATION 
Arts Festival-or, as it’s more famil- 
iarly called, Nextfest, is now a 
young adult, says Festival Director 
Steve Pirot. 

“It’s become a legal entity now, 
separately incorporated. It’s paying 
rent in that basement apartment and 
is growing up. It now has its own 
autonomy and cheques.” It’s a neat 
coincidence that, as the festival 
approaches the 10-year milestone, it 
assumes its place as full fledged 
member of the arts community— 
something it has helped hundreds of 
em artists do over the years. 

One could almost say Theatre 
Network’s Artistic Director Bradley 
Moss grew up artistically with

But after 
participating in Nextfest, it makes 
sense that a production will go to 
the Fringe and beyond.” 

Pirot says he wants the festival to 
be taken for granted—for new 
artists to it will be there for 
them.
